SUMMARY OF BILL: Authorizes an eligible petitioner to petition for the expungement
of multiple convictions together, provided the convictions are currently eligible for expunction,
the petitioner has fulfilled all the requirements of the sentences imposed, and five years have
elapsed since the completion of the most recent sentence imposed.
